ORDER 

Government as per the Notification read as 2nd paper above have 
appointed Shri M. A. Nissar, Retired District Judge as Commission of Inquiry to 
inquire into the facts and circumstances which led to the incidents at Kasaragod 
Town on 15-11-2009, resulting in police firing, death of two persons and damage 
to properties. Government are pleased to issue further orders fixing the 
Headquarters, staff and other infrastructural facilities as follows: 

1. Headquarters 

The Headquarters of the Commission of Inquiry will be at Kannur. The 
District Collector, Kannur, will arrange suitable accommodation for the office in 
consultation with the Commission. 
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2. Venue of Sitting and Accommodation of Office 

The venue of sittings will be the Conference Hall, Collectorate, Kasaragod. 
The District Collector, Kasaragod, will arrange suitable accommodation for the 
sittings in consultation with the Commission as and when required. 

3. Staff of the Commission 

The following temporary posts are sanctioned to the Commission of 


Inquiry. 

1. Secretary to the Commission — 1 

2. Bench Clerk/Accountant — 1 

3. Confidential Assistant /Typist — 1 

4. Peons — 1 

5. Part time sweeper — 1 


The method of appointment of staff will be either by deputation or by 
direct appointment temporarily by the Commission of Inquiry. The term of 
sanction of the staff will be co-terminus with that of the Commission. The post 
of the Secretary to the Commission will be in the grade of Section Officer, 
Secretariat. The other posts may be of the same grade available in the service. 

4. Remuneration to the Commission 

Remuneration to the Commission will be fixed at the last pay drawn by him 
minus pension. 

5. Funds 

An amount of ' 10,000 (Ten Thousand only) is sanctioned to 
the Commission of Inquiry for meeting the initial expenditure. The amount will be 
met by moving Supplementary Demand for Grants. Further amount will be 
provided on request of the Commission. The Commission will be the drawing 
and disbursing officer. 

6. Expenditure 

Expenditure towards pay and allowances, statutory register, service postage, 
TA/DA etc. will be limited to ' 75,000 (Seventy five Thousand only) per month. 
The total expenditure of the Commission will be limited to 
Two Lakhs. 
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7. Telephone 

A temporary telephone without STD facility is sanctioned for the office 
with extension. The private telephone (No. 2702083) installed at the residence of 
the Commission is converted as official during the term of the Commission. 

8. Conveyance 

A car with driver will be made available by the Director, Tourism Department 
for the official use of the Commission of Inquiry. 

9. Furniture 

The District Collector, Kannur will arrange to provide the bare minimum 
furniture for the functioning of the Commission. 

10. Permanent Advance 

The Commission will submit an application as contemplated in the Kerala 
Financial Code to Government through the Controller of Accounts, Kerala 
pointing out the amount required by way of permanent advance. An amount 
judging from the necessity will be fixed as Permanent Advance. 

11. Stationery, Articles and Printed forms 

The Controller of Stationery and Superintendent of Government Presses will 
supply one Typewriter/Computer with Printer, Stationery articles and Printed forms 
and Registers required by the Commission without insisting on the usual 
formalities such as indent in the prescribed form, previous sanction etc. 

12. Notification of the Commission through DPR 

Director of Public Relations, Thiruvananthapuram will publish 
the notifications issued by the Commission from time to time.
